“His earlv profession as a lawyer was abandoned to enter aca­ 
demic life. 
In this chosen field, he attained the highest rank as 
an 
educator, 
and 
lias 
left his impress upon 
the 
intellectual 
thought of the 
country. From the presidency of Princeton Univer­ 
sity he was called by his fellow citizens to be the chief executive 
of the state of New Jersey. The duties of this high office se so 
conducted as to win the condidence of the people of the United 
States, who twice elected him to th* chief m agistracy of the re­ 
public. 
As president of the United States, he was moved by an 
e a rn e st desire to prom ote the best interests of the country as he 
conceived them.

FIERCE STORM IN 
CENTRAL STATES

CHICAGO, 
Feb. 
4.—The 
worst 
storm of the winter from many an ­ 
gles swept the country from Minne­ 
sota to Texas today, with its center 
in Missouri, sleet and wind playing 
havoc 
with 
communications 
and 
colder weather in

northwest. 
Many cities were isolated by sleet- 
burdened wires. 
The high wind, according to weath­ 
er bureau reports did almost as much 
as sleet, and reached a velocity rang-1 
ing from 30 to IS miles an hour over ' 
much of the other territory affected, 
which includes Minnesota, Wiscon­ 
sin. North Dakota. Iowa, Illinois, Ne­ 
braska. Kansas, Missouri and south­ 
ward into Texas.

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MODEST HOMES 
FOR LEGATIONS

TAKIS, Feb. 4.—Austria and Hun­ 
gary 
each 
have 
bought 
modest 
homes for their legations in Paris 
with a portion of the proceeds from 
the sale of the old Austrain embassy 
in the Hue Varenne. 
Unlike 
tho 
Germans, 
who 
were 
fortunate 
enough to have their luxurious em­ 
bassy in tho Hue de Lille handed 
back to them after the signing of the 
peace treaty, Austria has been oblig­ 
ed to abandon the magnificent man­ 
sion and beautiful grounds willed by 
the Duchess Galleria to Emperor 
Fracis Joseph to serve as an imper­ 
ial embassy. 
The premises, which 
are now being used as headquarters 
for the arbitration boards under the 
treaty of Versailles, presided over 
by former president De La Barra of 
Mexico, were sequestrated. 
When the Austrains attempted to 
regain possession of the 
embassy, 
the French government replied that 
the situation surrounding it was not 
the same as that surrounding the 
German embassy because Hungary 


as well as Austria and 
the 
other 
states whi(| are successors of the 
old empire had an interest in the 
property. In view of the difficulties 
of arranging for 
a return 
of 
the 
property, it was proposed by France 
to buy the property and turn over 
the proceeds to the Reparation com­ 
mission. 
The Austrains had receiv­ 
ed offers running form 20,000,000 to 
40,000,000 francs for the property. 
It is understood the sum which 
the Austrains and Hungarians found 
expedient to accept from France was

The complaint was made by W. J. 
Chambliss, Jr., adjutant of the Amer­ 
ican Legion Post at Anderson, Mc­ 
Donald county, in a letter to Adjut­ 
ant Raupp. 
The letter stated that 
McDonald 
county, in December of 1921 obtain­ 
ed $1,000 from the state, under a re­ 
cent statute, for 
the 
purpose 
of 
erecting a memorial to the soldiers 
and sailors in the 
service 
of the 
United States during the World War. 
A schoolhouse was being erected 
at Pineville, in 
McDonald 
county, 
and the building fund was exhausted 
before the building was completed, 
according to the letter. 
The county 
court, Chambliss’ letter said, made it 
possible for one-half of 
the 
$1,000 
fund to be used in completing the 
school building. 
The remaining $500 
is still in a bank. 
The county court 
had no right to take 
such 
action, 
Chambliss alleged in his letter. 
The post adjutant asked Adjutant 
General Raupp to start proceedings 
because of the alleged violation, de­ 
claring it to be illegal and stating 
that the statute provides that the 
money could only be used for the 
erection of a memorial.

moment mortgage holders and gen­ 
eral creditors can fall upon him, sell 
his lands, and seize his property. Ex­ 
isting creditors, particularly the in­ 
surance companies and the commer­ 
cial and banking interests to whom 
the farmers of the northwest are so 
generally indebted, will readily see 
that as a condition of any advance of 
funds from the federal treasury ar- 
langements must be 
made for the 
funding and extension of existing in­ 
debtedness for such time and upon 
such reasonable terms as will give 
promise that the farmer may work 
out his future with the help of the 
iunds advanced by the government. 
“Second, it is proposed that the 
time during which the War Finance 
Corporation may make advances for 
agricultural purposes he extended to 
the end of the present calendar year. 
The policy has been to make loans 
where they would be helpful to the 
agricultural and live stock interests, 
but to make then on a sound busi­ 
ness basis and upon adequate secur­ 
ity. 
This policy must be adhered to 
in the future. 
The corporation can­ 
not and should not make loans di­ 
r e c tly to individual 
farmers, 
nor 
should it purchase paper without re­ 
course from banks or other financial 
institutions. 
Its ability to function 
effectively bas been due, in large 
measure to the fact that it has in­ 
sisted upon responsible intermediar­ 
ies, and that policy 
must 
not be 
abandoned. 
“in my message to congress I stat­ 
ed that there are distinct limits to 
the scope of the assistance which 
the federal government can render. 
These limits must not be overstep­ 
ped. 
It was pointed out that gov­ 
ernment agencies 
cannot 
properly 
make loans upon insecure collateral. 
or to banking institutions whose cap­ 
ital is seriously impaired. 
“We must take no action that will 
make it possible to transfer losses 
from private interests to the public 
treasury. 
The object should be re­ 
construction, not charity, whether it 
is charity for the weak or the strong. 
“The government

asked to take over, without recourse, 
an insecure or doubtful paper now’ 
held by banks or other creditors, or 
to make loans to enable tanners to 
liquidate e x ilin g indebtedness to go­ 
ing institutions.”

It commanded from millions ad­ 
miration 
approaching 
worship, 
it 
aroused in other aversions amount­ 
ing to hatreds. 
Mr. Wilson, himself, acknowledg­ 
ed 
that Jie 
had 
a 
“single 
track 
mind.” 
Friends 
acknowledged 
he 
was reserved, critics said he was 
cold. 
His few' intimates declared 
ho was neither and joined in ac­ 
claiming him one of the most de­ 
lightful of associates. 
Mr. Wilson’s seclusion and scar­ 
city of Intimates were among his 
outstanding characteristics. 
It was 
said of him, by those who ought 
to know, that he called only two 
men of his wide acquaintance by 
their first names. They were Cleve­ 
land H. Dodge and Cyrus H. Mc­ 
Cormick.

Texas, who was supposed to have 
been as close to Mr. Wilson as any 
other man during his incumbency 
in the White House, never won a 
state where Mr. Wilson called him

Cabinet 
meetings 
during 
the 
Wilson 
administration 
were 
described by those who chafed un­ 
der the restraints, as a morning in 
the school room with the “school 
master” at the head of the table. 
It was said of Mr. Wilson that 
his seclusion in the White House 
resulted, 
partially, 
at 
least 
from 
some misinformation he got about 
Washington and its atmosphere be­ 
fore he took office. 
Somebody, so 
the story went, journeyed to Prince­ 
ton and told him there was a local 
ring of social celebrities, bankers 
and others who profited most from 
the prestige of association at the 
White House. 
Mr. Wilson, it was 
said, made up his mind to have 
none of their company. 
He further 
determined 
not 
to 
have 
on 
his 
visiting list committees of bankers, 
railroad presidents and manufactur­ 
ers when he was considering public 
questions in which they were in­ 
terested. 
The result was that when Mr. Wil­ 
son moved his family—a wife and 
three daughters—to the white house, 
he shunned the formal state parlors 
on the lower floor, leaving them to 
the tourists, and installed himself 
with his own family effects including 
the sewing machine, on the second 
floor where the Wilsons recreated 
their old home at Princeton. Family 
life on that scale continued until the 
death of the first Mrs. Wilson and 
the marriage of two of her daugh­ 
ters. 
Mr. Wilson paid his first respects 
to the local aristocracy by declaring 
an invitation to join the Chevy Chase 
club, the most exclusive golf, dinner 
and dancing organization in the tlty, 
and went across the Potomac to golf 
at an obscure “poor man’s club.”

Cabinet meetings were 
postponed for weeks at a time, there 
were days and days when no cabinet 
officer nor even his secretary saw 
him. .Personal associates during that 
time he had none except members of 
the second Mrs. Wilson’s family and 
his physician, Dr. Grayson. 
With all his seclusion and lack of 
seeking advice, he was not slow in 


j making decisions, and having made 
I them, attempts to reverse them gen­ 
erally were futile.

Many of his associates called him 
ruthless and others called him un- 
I grateful, while others recalled marks 
of the warmest personal considera­ 
tion. 
One thing he regarded as sacred 
and not to be trespassed upon under 
j any consideration—that was his fam­ 
ily life.

j than public discussion or printed ref­

When he left the white house and

his only diversions were a motor ride 
three or four times a week and an oc­ 
casional visit to a vaudeville show*.

he had no more intimates out of the 
white house than he did while in it, 
and his wife had very few*.

ST. LOUIS. Feb. 4.— Members of 
the Methodist Episcopal church re­ 
siding in Missouri, Southern Illinois 
and Arkansas, organized as the “St. 
Louis area” of the denomination, and 
presided over by Bishop William A. 
Qtlayle, gave more than $1,614,399 to 
the Centenary expansion movement 
n the first four years of Centenary 
period, according 
to 
the Methodist 
! Year Book for 1924. 
The St. Louis 
conference, which includes Missouri 
and Arkansas, heads the list with 
$532,258. 
Southern Illinois is next 
with $463,258, while the Missouri con­ 
ference, 
situated 
in Northern Mis­ 
souri gave $373,958. 
The St. Louis 
German conference 
gave 
$156,575. 
The Central Missouri and the Little 
Rock conferences, made up of negro 
members gave, respectively, $50,177 
and $37,353. 
The total membership 
of the Methodist Episcopal church 
for this area is $169,075. 
The money given for the expansion 
; is above and separate from the ex­ 
penses of the local churches involv­ 
ed, the Year Book points out. Thrty- 
six per cent is foreign missions, an 
equal portion 
for 
home 
missions, 
eleven per cent for education, "while 
the 
remainder goes 
to 
seventeen 
other 
benevolent 
agencies 
of the 
church, the American Bible Society 
and the Federal Council of Churches 
of Christ in America, according to 
the plan laid down by the disposition 
of the entire Centenary fund. 
“In the foreign missions field the 
results of the movement netted 125,- 
000 new members, 632 new' mission­ 
aries, 6,500 new native workers en­ 
listed, $10,000,000 added to the valu­ 
ation of mission property abroad and 
$2,000,000 added to the giving of con­ 
verts for the support of their own 
churches. 
The home mission program com­ 
pleted includes 2,749 new' churches 
or parsonages built in this country 
and the promotion and extension of 
Christian service 
in 
thousands of 
communities, according to the report 
of officials of the board of home mis­ 
sions and church extension, under 
whose direction it was carried out. 
“The Centenary is called by the 
Year Book ‘the greatest enterprise 
for system atic benevolent giving in 
the history of Christianity.’ 
More 
than $67,000,000 had been received 
by October 31, last. 
The portion 
given by the Methodists of Missouri, 
Southern Illinois and Arkansas has 
been 
enlarged 
by 
approximately 
$100,000 or more in the time clasp­ 
ing 
since 
May 
31. 
and a similar 
amount is 
expected 
in 
the last 
months of the fifth Centenary year, 
which ends in May, 1924, according 
to the Year Book.

automobile 
owner in this country in the form of 
special taxes as indicated by a pre­ 
lim inary investiagtion made by the 
American 
Automobile 
Association, 
according to William King, general 
manager of the Automobile Club of 
Missouri. 
No motorist escapes pay­ 
ing less than six of these taxes and 
many pay as high as fifteen. 
The 
aggregate of the taxes motorists pay 
is well over the half billion dollar 
mark annually. 
The 
four 
Federal 
war excise taxes which the Ameri­ 
can Automobile Association and the 
Automobile Club of Missouri is seek­ 
ing to have repeated extracted f 145.- 
000.000 from the pockets of the mo­ 
torists last year. 
The license and 
registration fees paid to the various 
States took a toll of over $200,000,- 
000. 
The gasoline taxes collected in 
thirty-live states cost the motorists 
of these states last year a minimum 
of $20,000,000. 
Drivers’ license fees, 
certificate of title registration fees, 
personal property tax by states, per­ 
sonal property taxes by cities, regis­ 
tration fees 
by 
cities 
duplicating 
those of the state, privilege taxes 
assessed by counties and in some in­ 
stances again duplicated by 
town­ 
ships and districts for local road pur­ 
poses roll up the total of the taxes 
paid to the various taxing units 
As evidence of the variety of taxes 
assessed against the motorist there 
are five bases of registration in the 
different states, namely horsepower, 
weight, list price piston displacement 
and a flat rate. 
In 19 states the 
basis of registration is horsepower. 
In 13 st^jes it is weight. 
In nine 
states it is horsepower and weight 
and in 
one 
State it is 
based 
on 
weight, horsepower and list price. In 
one state the basis of registration is 
on the piston displacement while in 
another State there is a flat fee plus 
a gasoline tax. 
There are now thirty-five 
states 
which have a gasoline tax and in all 
of these the gasoline tax is in addi­ 
tion to the registration fee except in 
Celifornia where it is in lieu of all 
other taxes except personal property 
tax and a flat fee of $3, and in Mary­ 
land where the gasoline tax is in lieu 
of one half of the former registration 
fee of 69c per horsepower. 
A personal property tax is paid on 
the automobiles in all but 14 of the 
states. 
“The automobile owner is willing 
to pay a just charge for the use of 
the 
streets 
and 
highways,” 
said 
Thos. P. 
Henry, 
president of 
the 
American 
Automobile 
Association. 
The constant piling on of more spe­ 
cial taxes, whenever money is need­ 
ed for some purpose which can be 
linked up even remotely with high­ 
ways and the motor 
vehicle, 
has 
reached the point where it is becom­ 
ing too heavy a burden. 
“The American Automobile Asso­ 
ciation has taken up the fight for the 
repeal 
of 
discriminatory 
taxes 
against the motorist. 
The Associa­ 
tion is asking that the sources of 
special taxes be reduced to one poli­ 
tical unit, and that the form of taxes 
be limited for one specific purpose.”

C ycling on Snow and Ice 


S 
EASONABLY shod with a tread 
such as that shown in the illustra­ 
tion, the “bike” can be depended upon 
for winter sport, or ordinary uses over 
ice and 6now. 
With ordinary tires, 
cycling is not only hard work, in win­ 
ter, but precarious; with the tread de­ 
scribed here, however, good traction is 
assured, and the runner makes the 
machine easily’ handled. 
The necessary’ materials are: twenty 
I f £ bv 3-in. back-flap hinges; seven­ 
teen 4i«-in. stove bolts, 2Vt in. long, 
and four 3 in. long; three strips of 26- 
gauge galvanized sheet steel, 2 by 30 
in.; Vt lb. rivets and washers; a pair 
of light 3-in. strap hinges; a 3-in. T- 
hinge; a pair of 3-in. butt hinges; a 
by 412-in. machine bolt; six No. 14 
screws, 3 jn. long; one 1-in. awning 
pulley; 2 ft. of steel jack cham, No. 16, 
%-in. link; one screen door spring, and 
a ekate. For a 26-in. wheel, one lc«?s 
back flap hinge is used, nineteen 
by 2V2-in. bolts, and one 3-in. bolt. 
The twenty' hinges are bent at each 
end at right angles, the lugs being ^2 
in. long and the countersunk sides 
opposite the lugs. 
Beginning *2 in. 
from the cml of each galvanized strip, 
rivet the hinges to the strips, using 
four rivets to each hinge, and keeping 
them 2 in. apart. Equip two of the 
strips with seven hinges, and one with 
six, then connect each hinge to the 
next with the 2^-in. bolts. Cut the 
strips with ^a-in. ends, center them 
over the rim of the wheel, and connect 
the end hinges with the 3-in. bolts. 
Tighten up all bolts, then, with pliers 
and hammer, shape the sides of the 
strips to grip the rim. 
From I-in. ash, cut a runner shoe, 3 
in. wide and 25 in. long. Cut down 12 
in. at one end to ^ 2 in. or *?8 in. thick 
and taper the sides down to 
in. 
wide. Steam the toe, or soak it in hot 
water, then bend it to shape. The fork 
post fits below the head and is 2 in; 
wide and 24 in. long (22 in. for a 26- 
in. wheel); the hub block is 2 in. thick, 
5 in. long, and 3Va in. wide, and is 
bored to take the machine bolt with 


the post in place. To fasten the post 
below the head, shape the 3-in. strap 
hinges to form a clip, screw to the post, 
and bolt behind the head. With a bit 
and keyhole saw, cut a %-in. slot, 
centered below the hub block, and ex­ 
tending down 4 in. at the front but 
only 2 in. at the back. 
Cut the piece B of the runner, 2 by 
3 in. long, and shape roughly a 3-in. 
side to fit the skate, placing the heel 
even with one end. If it is a clamp 
skate, remove the clamp and either 
drill screw holes or secure with three 
3-in. mending plates as cleats. With 
the shoe shaped and dry, lay it over 
the skate with the toe end of B even 
with the shoulder of the shoe, and 
locate the skate toe. This point is th<j 


H,*<* .RIVET 


under each screw head. At the heel 
attach a 4-in. butt hinge, three screws 
into B and screw in each side of the 
shoe, then cut off any waste heel. At 
the toe, rivet the 3-in. T-hinge, as 
shown. Assemble the gear to the post 
with a 3-in. butt hinge centered on top 
of the B-biock. 
The 9-in. spring, pulley, and chain 
keep the runner “headed up” for 


limit of the cutout in the shoe for the 
blade—a slit centered from the heel of 
the shoe. 
Assemble the runner with the toe 
point of the skate set in about bi im 
from the shoo bottom—so that there 
will be no possibility of “stubbing.” 
At this end there will be perhaps an 
inch space between B and the shoe. 
Fit a wedge block here with the heel 
of the shoe brought up to block B, and 
secure it with two 3-in. screws driven 
through B, through the wedge, and 
into the shoe. These must be counter­ 
sunk I in. and a washer or two used 


easier steering, and safety when “jump** 
ing bumps.” Back of the post, secure 
the pulley with a screweye set into the 
lower edge of the 2-in. opening. Cut 
the spring to length, and with another 
screweye, fasten one end, then connect 
up the chain, around the pulley, 
through the opening to the hinge on 
the toe of the shoe. With the runner 
off the ground, if the spring is pulled 
down to within about 4 in. of th# 
pulley, the tension should be right. 
After trying cut this tread for a fe# 
minutes, tighten up any' hinges on the 
tread if necessary.
